HERE are fach MiXtUtts of Sin ind Gracty 

of Obedience and Trmjgfejjloti, in the beft of 

I Men and the bell of mtions, at prelent, 

J that 'tis no wonder if their State and Condi- 

. I tion be a Mixture of Jcy and Strrom, of 

Trofperiiy and Difirefs. Perfect Joy and Pleafhre are only 
to De met with in thore Regions, where there is perfeft 
Freedom from Sin. But in the naoft profperous State of 
human Affairs on Earth, it is much if there be not (bme 
hitter Ingredient in our Cup, to take off from the Reliih 
of our Pleafures, or fome FrofpeH of approaching Danger 
or Evil, fome cenfciotts Prefaces and Forebodings of what 
I we have deferv'd, to difturb our prefent Fruitions, and 
keep us from the full Poffeffion of our own Felicity. And 
if our Minds (too apt to grovsf fenfual in the Affluence of 
worldly Comforts, and foften in their Fruition) had no 
' filch Interruptions of their Pienfure and Delight, the mif- 
cbief would be much the greater : We ftiould quickly 
lo(^ fight of a Better Worlds and forget our Concerns 
there, and be furpriz'd by many Difafters in the prefent 
variable State of human Affairs, that would perfeftly 
overwhelm us by coming aaexpelttdt and whilft we are 
altogether mprevided for them. 
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THO it be therefore allowable, as the * Wife-Man 
tclis us, to rejoice in the Day of Profperity^ yet not fo as 
to forget the prefent mutable Condition of human Af- 
fairs j and expeft no future Evil ; /or GOD hath fit ProP 
perity and Adverfity over againfi each other : nor can Man 
correft the Divine Conduft in this matter, or manage 
better. So t fome interpret the words, to the end that 
Man Jhould find nothing after hintj by Him meaning 
GOD. So that the lafeft way to enjoy the Comforts of 
an outward Condition in this World, is to temper our 
Tafte with a Senfe of our Demerits, and a ferious Con- 
fideration of the conftanf Viciffitude of human Affairs. 
And though we arp mef |ogether at tt)i$ time to rejoice 
in GOD, and give him the Prittfe due to his Name^ and 
there is very (jreat an<l juft occ^fion for it, as we fliall fee 
hereafter i >Qt ir(t thf ro foQiiQ C|^um(liifices in our pre* 
fent Condition, and fome Pro&efts before us« that re- 
quire us to temper our Joy with Fear, or, in the Words 
of our Text, to rejoice with Trembling. 

TH£ S ]& Words taHen in Connexion with tiie r^ of 
fshe Piaim) ate ^n Advice to the Princes and Rqlers of die 
World, and to (he Body of Mankind, how they ought 
to carry it up4^t the Reign of the Meffiasj whofe Kingi- 
dom is very plainly foretold in the Pfalm. There will be 
abundant r^afon why H the (^ildren of Zion &oidd rejoice 
in fuch a Kivg* Biit the Privileges of his People under 
his Gov^ntn«nt, ai^d the many BlefCngs of his Reign, 
fliould not infinuat^ a Thought that he will refign his Au- 
thority, and c^iqi no Fear nor Subjeftion Arotn them. 
*^ ThQVigh he proclaims himfelf. The L O RP merciful 
4mdgxacum^ It^g-fuffering and abundant in Goodnefs and 
Truth ^ keeping Mercy for thoufandsj forgiving Iniquity ^ 
Tranjgr^ffidn^ and Sin^ yet will he not clear the Guilty. 
ft He wiU dajh Rebels to pieces with his Iron Rod^ like a 
'Potter's P^ejfef, U|| j4nd thofe Enemies that would not have 
him to reign over themy Jhall be brought out and /lain before 
him. His Government is indeed manag'd in the molt gra- 
cious manner 9 Majefty is very iMuch foften'd with Con- 
defcenfion and Clemency in his whole Adminiftration : 
But his Grace muft engage to Duty, and not encourage

tion to him ihould yet be made ferious byan hply Dread 
9f him. 

BUT the Words may be apply 'd to any particular Sea* 
Jgn or Occafion of Joy, given to any particular Nation, 
Family or Perfon, as well as to this general Joy in the Re-* 
d^emer's Adminiftration, which pertains to all the Peoj^e 
^f GOD: And therefore may fitly be infiftcd upon at 
tnis. time, to direft us in the right Management of the 
Joy before us. The Pfalmi/t doth not forbid the Joy of 
thofe to whom this Advice is given, but only intimate$ 
that their Mirth (hould be tempered with fome other In* 
gredient, that it may be fuch as it ought. And tho the 

Prefent Day be, to all who wifli well to Britain^ and the 
toteftant Intereft, t a Day of Cladnefs^ and Fe^/ting^ 
and a good Day \ ana GO^D forbid that I flioulddraw 
wy Cloud over it, or damp any degree of reaibnable or 
Tcligious Pleafure thereupon : yet will it be very proper 
to temper and qualify it with Trembling, that it may be 
acceptable to GOD at prefent, and reliflung to our 
felves upon Review. Ancf in order to this end, it will be 
foy buiineis, 

I. Brfiy T O enquire what Reafons we have to be joyful 
on this Occafion. 

II. Secondly^ T O fhew what is imply'd in that Joy to 
which we are cali'd, or in which we are allow'd. 

HI. Thirdly^ W H A T is me^nt by mixing Trembling 

with our Joy. And, 
Loftily y WHAT Reafons offer for our doing fo. 

I. Firfi^ ENQUIRE we what Rea^fons we have to 
be joyful on this Occafion. We are come together, in 
obedience to the Commands of our Gracioiu Sovereign^ 
to pay our Acknowledgments to the Great GOD, Tor 
fuppreffing the late moft Unnatural Rebellion, that was

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begun amongft. us : That the Alarms and Terrors of 
War are at an end : That the Men who intended fo much 
Mifchief to their native Country, to the Proteftant In- 
tereft, and the whole European World, have fail'd in 
their wicked and blind Attempt : That the Royal Family- 
are in fiifety, and fuch a Profpeft is open for the Security 
of their Government, and the Trankniffion of our Reli- 
gion and Liberties fafe to Pofterity. Now we (hall be 
able to judg in fome meafure how reafonable our Joy is 
upon fuch an important Occafion, by duly attending to 
the following Particulars. 

(i.) LET us confider how difmal a thing it muft have 
been to be made the Seat of. War, the moft Unnatural 
War, a War' between the Members of the fame Body 
Politick for their mutual Deftru£lion. As Contentions 
between Brethren are commonly the mod fierce, fo 
Wars commenced and carry'd on between Members of 
the fame CivirCommunity, or National Brotherhood'^ are 
generally the moft cruel and barbarous : They are profe- 
cuted with the utmoft Animofity and Rancour, and the 
jnoft bloody and vindiftive Rage. Wars between diflfe- 
rent Nations are wag'd with fome kind of Humanity and 
Honour, and kept within fome bounds of Juftice and 
Decency ^ but Wars between the Members of the fame 
Body Politick pa(s all the bounds of Reafon and Humani- 
ty. The contending Parties have fought it out at all 
other Weapons, before they take up the Sword, and 
have whetted their Paflions generally to the uttcrmoft. 
They muft have loft all Command of themfelves, before 
fhey can venture upon fuch defperate Meafures*, and 
what can be expefted afterward, but all the Mifchief 
that Revenge, and Hatred, and bloody Malignity can 
fuggeft or infpire? 

AND now think how fad a thing it muft have been, 
for our Native Country to have been made the Seat of 
War \ of the moft fierce and barbarous, the moft bloody 
and deftruftive War ! To have had our Fields drench'd 
with Blood, and cover'd with Heaps of Slain ! To have 
our Towns fack'd, our Houfes rifled, and the Defire of 
our Eyes., our Sons and our Daughters, and our dear 
Friends, fall a Prey to the devouring Sword^ not of a fo- 
reign Enemy, but of exafperated and enrag*d Fellow- 
Citiz^em I To have been ia jeopardy every hour ! To 

have 
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have had Fkhtings without^ and Fears within ! And no 
Place of Satetyj nor hardly a Neighbour in whom to 
place any Confidence ! How dreadful a Scene is this ! 
Who can look back upon it, even now we have efcap'd 
it, without Regret and Horror ! Yet this had been our 
miferable Cafe, had this Unnatural RebelJion proceeded. 

THINK with your felves what Defolations have been 
made in that part of the Land, which hath felt moft of 
the Fury of it : What Terror and Diftrefs were fpread 
wherever the Rebel Army march'd ! Nay, the March of 
the Reyal Army to flop and attack them, could not but 
fhake every Heart that hath any value for Human Lifc^ 
and is ftartled at the Deftruftion of his Fellow-Creatures 
and Countrymen. And had this Terror and Defbl^tioil 
been general, had they fpread through aH Quarters of 
the Kingdom, had they jreach'd to its very Hearty ami 
cntcr'd this Great Metropolis \ had our Houfes been burnt 
or batter'd down about our ears, our Sons: and Daughters 
been (lain before our cyes^ our Streets flooded with our 
own Blood -, nay, had it been only with the Blood of 
thofe our Brethren, who have unjttjily hated -w^ and pro- 
claim'd themfelves our Enemies : muft not this Sight have 
ihock'd us ? Muft not our Hearts have ficken'd at the 
Speftacle ? Or if in Heat of Blood or Battel they might 
have been unmov'd, can we look back on fuch a Scene* 
tho but inSuppofition, without Shivering and Horror? 
Obferve in how moving a manner G O D is pleas'd tp 
reprefent the Terrors, of War, when carry 'd on by % 
foreign Enemy, which is commonly lefs fierce and de- 
ftruftive than that carry'd on by FcUow-Citizens againft 
each other. * Son of Man prophejy and fay^ Thus faith 
%e- LORDj fay a Sword isjharpend and alfo furbifljid. 
Jt is ffjarpen^d that it, may^make a fore Slaughter ^ it is fur' 
bi/hea th'at it may gliner. */t is Jfjarpen'd and furbifijea^ to 
give it into the hand of the Slayer. Cry and hovpl^ Son af 
Mdn^ for it JhaH be upon my People^ it JrjaU'be upon all the 
Princes of Ifrael : Terrors by reafon of the Sword fijall be 
upon all my People. Smite therefore upon thy Thigh : I hofi/e 
jet the Point of the Sword agairifi all their GMes^ that their 
Hearts may faint ^ and their Ruins be multiply d. Ah ! it

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is made bright^ it is wrapt up for the Slaughter ! And would 
tiot our Cale have been alike, had this Unnatural War pro- 
ceeded ? Muft we not have W t trembling Hearts^ and 
Failing of Eyes^ and Sorrow of Mind ? Mujl not our Lives 
have hang*d in doubt ^ muft toe not have been in fear day and 
nighty and have had no jiJTurance of our Lives ? Arid 
Jhall we not rejoice that GOD hath fcatter'd thefe Fears, 
and pat a ftop to the Mifchief that was begun ? That 
we hear none of the Terrors and Alarms of War, but 
Quiet and Calm are difFas*d through the Land ? At leaft 
how tumultuous foever Mens Spirits may be, or how in- 
folent foevcr the giddy Rabble, the Weapons of War are 
laid down, and its Defolations prevented, and G.OO ^^ 
been pleased to turn the Shadow of Death into the Morning. 

(2!) L E T it be farther conlidery, what a ProfheSt of 
St^cefs the Men had before them, who engag'd in this Re- 
bellion. Had it only proceeded (b far, as to kindle a ge- 
neral Civil War amongft us, all the former frightful 
Events had been the Confecjnence. Though th© Rebels, 
liad had no profpeft of bringing the Purpofe of their 
Heslrts to eifeA, yet had Britain for a long time been a 
Scene of Ruin, and a Shop of Slaughter. But the toy 
<Jf our Efcape will be the greitef, if we confidet that 
they were not without a profpeft of fucceeding iri the. 
'Defign \ as will appear from the Multitudes engagd in it. 
'Twelve or . fourteen ThOufand were aftually in Arms in 
Scotland \ fohie Thoufands, ^$ we were infofm'd by our 
t>ublick Prints, in Lancajhiri ytltit Thoufand, as it was 
11 fworn at a Ute Tryal, intended to rife in the Wefi ; and 
BriftoL Leverpodlj and Neweafile upon Tinoy were deugn'd 
to be ieiz'd, to make Places of Arms, and help pay die 
Charge of the War (no doubt) with the Plunder of fne 
I»habitants.-i-i— — Frtfw the Cmpderable Men they had to 
head them. Many of the Chief Nobility in Nw'th Bri^ 
tain had put themfelves at the head of the Rebel Army, 
and feveral of the Nobility of this Gde Tweed were as cer- 
Ifainly engaged ; fome of which have fled from Juftice,, 
One has lud the Reward of his Treafon, and others re- 
main in Prifon for the fame Crime.— —fr<7/« the Encou- 
ragement they had in their Defign from abroad^ the Monies

What Clamours have been made in favour«of //f- 
reditary Right^ and the Unalterable Defcent of the Crown 
of Britain^ by Conftitiition EXvine, to the nert in Blood 
of the Royal Family, whether Pspifi or Protejlant^ Chrip 
tian or Infidd ?' 

WHAT groundlefs and malicious Lyes have been in- 
vented and fpread, what mean and groveling Calumnies, 
againft our Graciom Sovereign^ the Royal Family^ and thofe 
whom in great Wiiciom he has intruued with the Admi- 
niftration of Affairs under him ? 

WHAT vile Endeavours have been u(ed to alienate 
the Members of the JVational Eftablilhment from their 
Proteficmt Brethren^ and to perfuade the People they were 
better be Papifis than Presbyterians^ and that they Ihould 
rather chufe to be under a Popiflj than a Presbyterian King ? 
by which they certainly mean, that they fliould much 
rather be Subjefts to the Pretender^ than their prefent 
Gracious Sovereign.

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Friends : and will it not be evident, tKat the Profpe£): of 
Succefs before thofe who engaged in this Rebellion, wais 
very fair ? 

ESPECIALLY if we add how much thofe, who 
by their Office are in a fort the Guides^ and thro the Sloth 
and flavifli Temper of the Generality are in effeft the 
Keepers of Mens Confciences, have improv'd their In- 
tereft to the prejudice of the Government, to the (pirit- 
ing up Sedition, and the fpreading this evil Temper 
through the Land. I wi(h from my heart this could have 
been fupprefs'd and conceal'd : I take no pleafure in pub- 
lifhing it. Tis the Grief of my Soul, that Proteftant 
Minifters (hould manifeft for little Regard for the Pro-

■ BUT as th^ was the manifeft Oefign, what had been 
^he Confeqaence if it bad beeii brought to effe^ ? Liber- 
ty aftd I^operty bad been gone at onCe. The Doarine of 
fferediiary X^j^' has ' been ever, accoDipany'd with ' Pro- 
feflionsof OoMiittce without ^ferve \ and in the prefent 
Cafe had not this been yielded, it had certainly been ^a'- 
terit^.. And the Prince who is unlimited in his Power and 
Commahdj 'mull be the indifcutable Proprietor of aH his 
Subjifts PolTefljons. . And what human Laws or Confti- 
(utionscan bind the hands of H Monarch, wh© claims his 
Authority by a RjsTftparamodtjt to all human Laws' or 
Cpnf^itutions ? jAftd baying entred with an Army, and 
niadehisway to the'Thi^iie v^ith the Sword, would he 
not have claioi'd thaC by tlie additional Right of Canqueftj 
which he thought his beforft by .Right Divine ? Would he 
have brought none of the Maxims of Lervis XIV. his dear 
Tutor and Guardian, withhim into Britain ? Would he, 
yfjio had feen Power uncontcoli'd fubmitted to in France 
without a Murjrtur,, and exertis'd without any Juftice or 
Co/nbaffkn, have condefcended to be check'd by a Briti/h 
Parliament, whe'ri he had the Remedy in his own hands ? 
Would he have brought no Refentmcnt of former Inju- 
fies done to himfelf and pretended Family, with him to 
to the Throne?

BUT bad we, ont of regard to ia y(;Hmit(id Right, 
parted with and given ap oar oww, om'kel^ion perhaps 
had becfi fecure : and Tyranny is in fome nieafure tolera- 
ble, as long as it confines tt felf to Exrernahj and leiaves 
our Min(ls.and Coniciences free. But was any fuch Secu- 
iity fof opt Religionto be expefted, had rhe Defign ftic- 
ceeded, anda Popfli Pretender beenfix'd on the TJrfonc? 
Yeal dool^ilefs (&y the Men who have Been hnrry'd' oil 
to this Atteh^pt by fervent Zeal for die Ch^chJ he wbald 
certainly have maintain'd ar^ pr«teAed the CtmrCb of 
£H^d as by Law Eftablifh'Q. And I. am of their 
niii)ds, that in liit Popi^. S^fe be wot)ld : I meanj by 
difallowiiig all Ecclefiaftical -EiUblilhitients (ince tho 
Reign of the Pepifij Queen /Ifaryy and denying the Leu 
g^ility of them. What ! when he had flipulated to iuabi- 
uin the Church as nam eflablifh'd, would he not havb 
kept his Kvyal iVord ?

Graces, if he did not even rifqoe his Crown, to reduce 
fo man]K ftraying Sheep as are in Sriian to her Fold? 
And without this, could he have any bop^ of Divine Fa^ 
vour here, or a Crown of Glory hereafter? Men majr 
dream and delude themftlves as they pteafe, but doubt- 
lefi had the Rebellion fucceeded, and the Pretender been' 
fix'd on the Srkyh Throne, the Efiabtifii'd Church mnft 
have betin deftroy'd, without a miracidous Interpofure of 
Providence. Indeed it might not have been done at once z 
Our Brethren might have had the cruet Plea/are of feeing' 
ts Hrft facrific'd, but then they mufi have put their Neclu 
into the Popiji Toie^ or have taken their turn after us, 
and fallen unpity'd, by the {ame mercilcTs hands. In a 
word, had this^ wicked Uifigit had that Succeis, which 
thofe engag'd in it wifb'd for, we had quickly been re> 
doc'd to a double Servitude : Body and Soul had been both 
enDav'd. Nay, the Proteftant Inierefl had been rain'd 
through the World, nor had a Reform'd Church been 
left upon Earth, unlefe in the Prot.en Norths where the 
Temper of the Oimatc will chill the Zeal of MigwnmU^^ 
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and the Poverty of the Country makes it not worth 
the conquering. 

AND is it ndt matter of great Joy to w, to all Lands^ 
that To pernicious a, Defign has miicarry'd, and that we are 
yet a Free and a Proteftant People, under the gracious 
Government of a Prince of the fame Religion, and fe- 
cure (we would hope) of the Continuance of thefe BleP- 
fings to Pofterity ? 

(4^) L E T us confider the Circumflances xpith which it 
was itipprefi*d. Indeed the feafona1)le Difcovery did in ma- 
ny peaces prevent its breaking forth. How it came to be 
di(cover*d, is a Secret of which I am not Mafter ^ and 
therefore can't fay how vifible the Finger of GOD was 
therein. But thefe Orcumftances of the happy Event are 
obvious to every one.— The Succefs of the King's Forces in 
BattUy though they fought with very unequal Numbers, 
and at a^eat difadvantages, is fingularly worth our notice. 
The Rebels were three to one in Scotland^ and yet were 
routed by ai> Handful of the King's Forces, or at leaft 
repeFdj till that little Army was grown to a fufficient: 
Strength, to fubdue them intirely, and quench the 
Sparks of Rebellion there. Even thofe Men were thus 
repuls'd and driven back, who at Gillicranky^ in the days 
of^King IVilliam^ defeated near double their number of 
Regular Forces. And whence fhould this be, but that 
GOD dthei: took away Spirit from T&^w, or Conduft 
from their Leaders f f T^eir mighty Men were beaten 
down and fied^ and looked not backj for Fear was round 
about. Nor.^*could the Prefence of their pretended King 
infpire them' with fufficient Courage to venture a fecond 
Engagement. And now they have in general fubmitted 
and given up their Arms, or have quitted ' their Native 
Land. At Prefion they out-nuniber'd the King's Forces, 
had barricado'd the Town j and planted Batteries j they 
had the advantage of lining the Houfes and firing upon 
them, whilft themfelves were out of fight, and in a man- 
ner out of Gun-fhot : and yet they were forcd to fub- 
mit, and furrender the Town and themfelves Prifoners at 
diicretion. And feveral of them have fince met with the 
juft Demerit of their Treafon, tho feme have found a 
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method to keep out of the reach of the Lmv^ when they 
coDld not keep thenifelves out of the hands of the King's 
Forces. 

THE Expedition with which the Rebellion was ftp- 
prefs*d, is another happy Circumttance that heightens the 
Mercy. As foon as the Rebels had gathered to a Body, 
head was made againft them, and their Progrefs flopt, 
till a fufBcient Force was got together to quell them. 
And as loon as this was done, ^uick Marches were made 
towards them, a fudden^nd vigorous Affault was made 
upon them ; and very near the lame Point of Time, on 
the very Tame Day, I think, an effeflual ftop was put to 
the Progrefs of the Rebellion, both in North and South- 
Britain. 

'TIS alfo a joyful Circumftance, that/i little Blood 
xoas ftted upon the (ad Occafion. Indeed it is to be la^ 
mented, tnat any (hould be fo blind and wicked, as to 
lavifti their own Blood in fo bad a Caufe as that of the Re- 
hels : which, had it fucceede^, muft have work'd the 
Deftruftion of all the few Remains of Liberty and pure 
Religion upon Earth. And it becomes us t6 mourn over 
thofe Brave Mm that fell on the fide of their King and 
Country, t ^^^^ jeoparded thett Lives to the Death in the 
High Places of the Field: Let them be mention'd with 
Honour to an future Generations. The Religion and Li- 
berties oi their Country are in fome refp6*ft.the Price of 
their Blood. We owe them fo much Refpeft, as to la- 
ment their Lofs •, efpecially the Loft of thofe who went 
Volunteers upon the Service, and could be urg'd to it by 
nothing but their Zeal for the Honour of the Beji of 
KingSy and the Good of their Country. And when I fay 
it is matter of Joy that fo little Blood was Ihed, it is by 
no means to intimate, that thefe Men ihould be forgotten 
in the general Tranfport, without doing honour to their 
Memory^ and dropping a Tear upon their Graves. Yet 
little Blood has been (hed in comparifon of what might 
have been^ if G O D in his good Providence had not pre- 
vented farther Infurreftions, nd fo foon cut thofe, who 
were in Arms, (hort in their Defign. Though it is to be 
lamented that any fhould be fo mad as to fpill their own 
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Blood in Attcfmots to ruin their Country, and that others 
ihonld be ei^pos d to die for the Prefervation of it i yet 
when the Tempefi feeai'd to be fifing fo furioufly on all 
fides, IS it hot matter of Toy that it fliould feend it lelf 
in one Blaft or two, and Be fo- foon fucceeded oy a generai 
Calm f The Hand of G O D is to be obfervM and ac» 
knowledg*d herein, with a juft Degree of Religious Gra- 
titude. 

(5,) Finally^ THE good Confcqnences that enfue, are to 
be taken into the Confideration, to make this Mercy 
more reliftiing, and enliven our Joy. Hereby a Protefiam 
'king is fix'd on his Throne, and fecor'd, we hope, againft 
like Attempts for the future/ A Prince of great WlClom 
and Steddinefs in his Councils and Maxims of Govern- 
ment ; of threat Good-will to Mankind^ and Paternal Ten- 
derneis to his People. A Prince of unexampled Mercy 
and Clemency : for this we dare appeal even to his Ene* 
mies. He punifltes with ReluAance, and jbardons thoie 
Who were engag'd in a DeGgn againft his Life and Honour 
yrith pleafure. A Prince truly zealous for the Liberties of 
Mankind, and the Prefervation of the Protefiam Intere/h 
By the Defeat given to the Rebels, the Throne of fuch a 
Prince is fecur'd •, and a delightful Profoeft is open'd tO 
us, of having the fame Mercy continu d. by a Succeffien 
cf Princes (prung from his Loins, and inheriting iiis* ex- 
cellent Qualities. 

W E are now freed from the Wafies and Terrors of 
War : Liberty is maintain'd, Property is fccur'd, Jufitce 
hath a free Courfe, and even the Shelter and Proteiiion 
of Laws are allow'd to them^ who had engag'd in a De- 
lign to tear up all the Fences of our Happy Conftitution, 
and to abolifh all Law, by fubftituting Will and Pleafiire 
jibfohte and Vncontrolable^ in the room of it. Our Holy 
Religion is refcu'd from the very jaws of Death, and the 
Sacred Rights of Confcience fecur*d to us all. 

WE, who think we are honouring GOD byaDiflent 
from the National Efiabli&mentj though we would by no 
means take upon us to jtVg our Brethren, but heartily 
efteeni and honour all the Members of that Body, who 
behave themfelves according to the Obligations of our 
common Chrijhianity in their jeveral Stations \ rejoice in tbe 
Liberty hereby continu'd to us, of worihipping GOD 
according to his Word and Will : who had firft tafted 

the 
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the Vengeance of Popery^ and felt the Weight oij^rbi- 
trary Power^ had the Defign focceeded. We are now 
ibmewhat iafe from the Ragt of Bloody Zealots^ and the 
Infttlts of the LawUfs Rahhle. Our Temples are in fome 
meafure fecur'd from Defeating Furyj our Perfons from 
Licmtiom Outrage. We pleafe our felves with the 
Thought, that our Children fliall no more be torn from 
us by Legal Violence (the moft wicked kind of OppreC 
lion) ihutoat from the Privileges of an Education agree- 
aUe to our own Senfe of things, and the Laws of Nature 
canceird in favour of FaAion. 

NOR are we without hope, that all the Remains of 
the Spirit of Madnefs and Faftion, which hath fo long 
reign d among us,' will by the wife Conduft of our 
Prince^ and thofe eAout him^ be either laid or queWd. At 
leaft 'tis reafbnable I think to fuppofe, that thofe intruded 
by his Majefty with the Adminiftration, will think it 
prudent (I am fore 'tis for their vwn Inter ejt^ and that of 
their GracioHs M^er) to add as much Weight to his 
Caufe as pofBble, by putting them into a Capacity to 
ferve him to their utter moft. who have under great Op- 
preffion and Difcouragements (hew*d themlelves firm to a 
Man for the Proteftant Succeffion. Others may perhaps 
be bought or brib'd into a feeming Zeal for his Majefty's 
Honour and the Nation's Intereft, but whether they can be 
fb far depended upon, as thofe who by no Temptations 
could ever be prevail'd with to Jlacken in their Zeal for 
the Succeffion, or thofe who were hearty in promoting 
it, is what needs no uncommon Degree of Penetration to 
determine. 'Tis certainly- riE^^/r Intereft as well as their 
Sovereign's^ to omit nothing that is needful to fecure the 
Happy Eftablifliment we are now under, to maintain his 
Majefty's Title, to quell the Spirit of Tumult and Sedi- 
tion, 2ind prevent Sill Attempts of Rebellion for the time 
to come. And whether this may be fo effeftually done, 
as by putting thofe who are certainly in the King's In- 
tereft and theirs^ into a full Cyatity to (hew the Zeal 
they have for his Majefty's 5tfn*f, the Welfare of their 
Country, and the Security of thlr Holy Religion •, they 
have Wifdom enough to know, and are under great Ob- 
ligations to their Prince^ their Country^ and themfelves^ to 
cortfider. I hope we (hall never do any thing, however 
we may be ufcd, that h^ the Face of Treachery to our 
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Country or our Religion. But if we are opprefs'd by 
our Enemies^ and neglefted by our Friends^ yet if our 
Sovereign receives no Prejudice, nor our Country be ex- 
pos'd to any Dangers thereby, we will * rqoice in the 
Profperiiy of Britain, that Peace is at prefent within her 
Walls \ may they profper that love her. Nay^ we will re- 
joice that fo many among us are made iafe and happy 
againft their own Inclinations* and kept in poileflion of 
thofe valuable Privileges, which they would nave made a 
Sacrifice to ignorant Zeal, unprovok'd Revenge, or miP 
guided Ambition. You fee then what Matter or Joy there 
is upon the Occafion. Proceed we now, 

IL Secondly J TO inquire what that Joy isj Nvhich is 
allow'd or requird upon fuch an Occafion. And here, 

(i.) JOY in the moft reftrain'd and proper Senfe is^ 
allowable upon this Occafion. By which I mean that de^ 
lightful Emotion, which every Man feels in himfelf upon 
the Poffeffion or Enjoyment of any Important Good. So 
is Human Nature conftituted by the wife Author of it, 
that Good at . a diftance, but within ken of our Eyes, is 
the Objeft of Defire ^ and Good within the reach or 
grafp of our Arms, is the Objeft of our Delight. And 
'tis impoffible but he, who thinks himfelf happy in the 
poiTeflion of what he efleems a valuable Gooa, Ihould 
feel Satisfaftion accompanying the Thought, or imme- 
diately arifing out of it, whether this Good be what he 
hath to himfelf^ or in common with others. And indeed 
to a Man of a noble and generous Spirit, who is warm'd 
with Good-will to Mankind, or a Love to his Country, 
that Happinefs is the moft relifijing which is the moft ex- 
terifive. A felfifli and narrow Soul may prefer his own 
Intereft to thofe of his Fellow-Creatures, and be regard- 
left of the common Welfare and Safety, if he can fecure 
his own : But this is a Wretch who has disbanded himfelf 
from the reft of the Species^ and hath, properly fpeaking, 
nothing human in him. He is under the Conduft of 
brutal InUinft, and remfes to be led by Reafon or Hu- 
manity: and though he may boaft the Chriftian Namcy 
he is a Reproach to his Holy Religion, and would be the 
Scorn and Contempt of many a Generous Pagan.

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B y T he Yfho hath felt the mighty Influence of Chrift's 
Doctrine and Spirit, rejoices more in the Profperity of his 
Country* ^^ ^^e Enlargement of his Redeemer's Kingdom 
and the Security of his Holy Religion, than in any private 
Advantages of his own. ,The Joy arifing in his Heart on 
fuch an Occafion as this before us, is much more important 
to him than what refults from any private Confideration. 
The Wealth of his Family, the Profperity of his outward 
Affairs, the Honour and Dignity of his own Station, the 
Multitude and commendable Qualities and Carriage of his 
dear Children, are loft in fuclTa feafon as this, when fi> 
much more extenfive a Scene of Pleafure fpreads it felf 
around him. The Flames of War in the Bowels of his 
Country quench'-d, the Commilflon of the Devouring 
Sword revok'd, his Prince fecur'd in the Pofleffion of his 
Rightful T'hroney the Religion and Liberties of his Country 
Ihatch'd from the utmofl Danger of utter Ruin \ open fucn 
a Spring of Pleafure and Delight to him, as drowns all 
inferior Confiderations.^ He forgets that he is happy upon 
ether accounts^ fo much is his Mind entertain'd and enlarg'd 
with the Thoughts of this! 

S U C H a Peace, and Tranquillity of Thought, fuch a 
Tranfport and Elevation of Mind upon this Occafion, is 
not only allowable, but decent. The Captives in Babylon 
could * prefer Jerulalem to their chief Joy^ and forget 
their Mirth and Muficky to mourn over her Ruins, f And 
when GOD brought again the Captivity of his People^ Ja- 
cob rejoic'dy and ifrael didjing. And when our Salvation 
is come, and Britain is again made jj a quiet Habitation^ 
Ihall not we oartake of the general Calm ? When 
GOD giveth her Reft: from her Enemies on every fide^ 
foreign and domeftick, ^"^ Jha^not we rejoice and be glad 
with her? if we do indeed loveher^ fiaUnot we rejoice for 
Joy with her f Joy upon fuch an Occafion is very comely 
and laudable. But, 

(2.) W E muft not content our felves with oivr own 
SatisfaSlion^ upon this Occafion, but are (if 1 may fo 
fpeak) to invite the Bleffed G O D to be Partner with tts 
in the Joy. We are not met together merely to delight 
our felves, but to offer up a Sacrtfice of Pralfe and Tbankf-

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iiving to GOD. To rejoice in the Sapprefilon of the 
late MonfiroMs Rebellion^ and the Peace and Profpcrity of 
Britain arifing therefrom, is an hfk becoming 2i Briion^ 
«very one, I mean, that loves his Country. Bat this is 
not all that is expefted from Chrifiians : Our Joy is not 
to terminate in our felves* The Good we now poileis^ 
and the farther Good we have in profpeA, are not in* 
tended by the great Author of them merely for our Plea- . 
fure and Entertainment, but to raife our Hearts to Urn- 
felf in grateful Acknowledgments, apd the moft humbie 
and rapturous Adorations, And to forget thelntereft ffe 
hath in our Bleffings, and only employ them to minifter 
to our own Pleafure and Entertainment, is to idolize our 
felves,^and commit a downright Robbery upon GOD. He 
doth not forbid our Joy, whillt it is rational and conHn'd 
within due bounds^ upon common Occafions ^ nor forbid 
its rifing fomewhat higher than what is common, upoa 
fuch fpecial Seafons as thefe : but then he expeAs to fliare 
with us in our Satisfaftiort, and to be honoured with due 
Acknowledgments. He experts the Joy of our Hearts 
ftould vent it felf in devout Thankfgivings to Him. Thus 
we (hall convert Pleafure into a Sacrificej and find our 
Delight doubled by a Confcience of having given to 
GOD the Glory due to his Name. Our Joy will improve 
in the very Ait oi Praife^ and be much heighten'd by our 
Souls lifting thcmfelves towards GOD, in thefe Tribu^ 
tary Payments : and that as much above what vulgar 
Minds can feel upon the Occafion, as Heaven is higher 
than the Earth, and the Scene of owr Satisfaction fpreads 
it felf beyond the Compafs and Extent of theirs. Joy 
Ihould prepare our Hearts for the Work, but then we 
fliould wake all the Powers of our Soul * to Jing and give 
Praife. We t Jhould be glad in the LOR 2>, and then 
we may rejoice-^ and even jhout for Joy. || It is he that 
giveth Salvation to KingSj who deliver eth David his Servant 
from the hurtful Sword. It is ** he who firengtheneth the 
Bars of our GateSj and maketh Peace in our Borders. 
tt Blejfed he the LORD^ who hath Jbewd w his mar- 
velioHS Loving' kindnefs. \\\\ The Wicked is fhared in the 
Work of his own hands : In the Net which they hid-^ is their

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^wn Foot taken. Lit m Jbew forth the Traifes of GOD 
in the Gates of the Daughter of Zion, and rejoice in 
his Salvation* * Let us praije htm^ fir that his Name is 
near J his wondrous Works declare. To Him we are in- 
debted for the Defeat of our Enemies, for the Succefs 
of oar Armies, for the Supprejfton of the Rebellion^ and 
for all our prefent PeacQ and Security. And though we 
would by no means deny to Infiruments what Honour is 
due to them, but would fpeak with Applaufe of the IVif 
dom of our G>un(ellors, the Conduu of our Generals, 
and the Valour of our Troops j yet will we not glory in 
thefe, as if our Truft were in f Chariots and Horfemen^ 
but will rejoice in the Salvation of GOD^ and remember 
the Name of the LORD our GOD. 

THUS you fee how we ought to rejoice both as 
Britons and as ChrijUans^ on this Day. We fliould re- 
joice in our Peace as a Nation, in the fecure Enjoyment of 
our Holy Religion as a Proteftant Nation ^ and finally re- 
joice fo as to render to G O D the Praifes which are due 
unto his Name. We proceed, 

III. Thirdly^ TO inqmre into the Temperament of 
our Joy mentioned in the Text ^ Rejoice with Trembling. 
How is this to be done ? The Meaning of the Advice 
will lie plainly before you, as I conceive, in the follow- 
ing Particulars. 

(i.) REJOICE with a Religious Dread and f^enera- 
tion of GOD upon your A£nds. Let true Religion put 
bounds to your Joy, and mix with it. The Fear of 
GOD doth often in the Holy Writings ftand for that 
Impreffion which the glorious Attributes of O O D Ihould 
make upon our Minds, thofe Sentiments of Religion which 
they fliould infpire, together with that careful and e^^aH 
Converfation wnich fliould be the Refult of all : or, in 
fewer words, for the Sum and Subfiance of Praftical 
Religion. And as G O D deferves the utmcfi Degree of 
truly Religious Fear, and the Paffion of Fear, when 'tis; 
ftrong and lively, doth often put the Body into a Fit of 
Tremblings as well as fliake the Frame of our Minds ^ {o 
Religious Fear is fometimes fpoken of, under this Term. 
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To ini tremble at GoJCs IVordjis made die Charafter of a we'm 
ligious Perfon : t ^ Pl^fi tremblethy faith David^fin- fear 
ef thee. Nay, under the Evangelical Difpenfatum^ (b full 
of Grace and Good-will to Men, yet are we required [| to 
work out our Salvation with Fear and Trembling : and in 
Ais Senfe we may underftand the Words of our Text; 

W E muft fo rejoice then in all the Comforts of the »r^- 
fent Life^ in the rich Grace of the Gofpely and on Uich 
important Occafions as thefe, (b as to temper our Joy widi 
True Religion'^ and mingle an holy Awe of the Divine 
Majeftyy Sovereignty^ and TerfeSlions along with it. This 
will not damp our Joy, but raife and improve it j for no- 
thing gives fuch Enlargement to the Mind, or lo exalts 
the Affeftions, as a Spirit of found and lerious Religion. 
This takes away no Degree of reafonable Mirth, but 
makes all our Pleafures Heavenly and Divine^ whatever 
be the firit Rife and Realbn of them. By no means 
therefore leave GOD and Religion out of your prefent 
Joy, but pay your Thanks to him with Hearts fall of Ho-= 
ly Veneration for his Majefty and Perfcftions, as well as 
from a grateful Senfe of his Mercy and Favours. Not oa-^ 
\y let Songs of Praife be in your Mouths, but make Afe-. 
tody to him in your Hearts* Let the Mercy received uree 
you to more exaft Duty, and more Steddinefs and Reilo- 
lution in the Caufe of GO D and Interefts of Religion. 
Let not your Joy flacken in the leafi the Bonds of Reli- 
gion, but tie them fafter upon you. 

(2.) I T may fignify. Rejoice with an holy Jealoufy over 
your felves. Man is naturally a proud Creature, and ve- 
ry apt to forget his Debt and Obligations even to Divine 
Beneficence, and outward Profperity is mighty apt to 
cherifh this wicked Temper : few Chriftians have Ballaft 
enough, when 2^ full Gale of this kind blows upon them. 
When Matty or Joy doth plentifully arife all about us, 
we are very much inclined to take our Fill of Satisfaftion 
and Delight, and to forget that we are Debtors to GOD, 
and that he expefts a Tribute of Praife and Obedience.* 
Agur therefore wifely prays againft the Temptations of 
a wealthy and profperous State ^ * Give me not Riches^ 
left I deny thee^ and fay^ who is the LO RD ? And when' 
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the Ifradites . were about to enter into a Land Aowmg 
ipith Milk and Honey ^ G OD faw fit to caution them to 
this purpofe \ t Beware that thou forget not the LORD 
thy CODy left when thou hafi eaten and art fuBy and when 
tky Herdsy and thy Fhehy and thy Silver and Gold are 
multiply dy then wiU thine Heart be lifted upj and thou for- 
get the LORD thv GOD. It is alfo given as the (ad 
Charafter of this People, that \\ Jelhurun waxed fat wed 
hcked y when he was covered and gremt thicky he forgot 
GOD who made hiniy and lightly efkeenid the Rock of bis 
Salvation. 

AND have not all Men the lame curfed Principles 
lurking in them? tho they are to ^prevailing Degree 
mormy'd in real Saints. Are not fuch Days as thefe, ia^ 
Head of being Days of Thankfgiving to GOD, made too 
commonly inere Days of A£irth and Pleafure ? Nay* do 
not the Generality indalge themfelves, on fnch Seafons. 
in greater Excefs of Rioty than upon other Occafions r 
^ jind is it thus that you requite the LORDy Oh fodifh 
Teople and unwife ! my, are not the beft of us too apt, 
on fuch a Day, to let our Joy grow vain and frothy.^ 
grofs and carnaly and degenerate into mere Show and C^* 
tentationy whiln that of others is riotous and raving f la- 
deed by (ayingthis, I do not take upon me to cenfure 
or condemn pa^/zril Manififtations of Joy, provided they 
are kept within the Bounds of Decency and Religion \ 
and many things muft be indulg'd for political Purpofes^ 
and to humour a Multitude much led by Show and Noife^ 
and the ferious Chriftian may have a Call, in fome de- 
gree, to make a part in the publick Rejoicings: But 
with what a Jealoufy of his own Heart, left he humour 
the Vanity of the People, and the Lufts of hi$ Compa- 
nions, to the Difhonour of G O D, the Reproach of Reli- 
gion, and the wounding his own Soul ! How carefully 
fliould he watch againft every Infinuation of Pride or 
Luft ? How much fliould he awe his Spirit vlith the Senfe 
of G O D ' s Prefence, and keep his Joy within the 
Bounds of Religion ? Thus we are to rejoice with Trent- 
hlingy i. e. with a cautious Fear of doing any thing incon- 
fiftent with Duty, and the molt facred Bonds of our Al^ 
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legiance-to- (>C5 D, and oar Chriftian Profeffion. A- 
gain, 

(^l.')OYi fuchOccafimsoiJoyj we fliould not forget 
what may give us jufi Oca^on of Grief and Ifeavmefsf 
whether open account of prefent Evil or future Danger, 
elfe our Alirth will be little better than A£idnefi .• it is 
MnreaTonohle^ and will grow intemperate. To prevent 
whicn Evil (as we have obferv'd above) GOD htdi 
been pleas'd to fet Profperity and Adverfity one agait^ the 
other 9 and would have us fo wife as to keep both within 
fight J and expeA they fhould tread on each other's heel& 
There is hardly any Condition of human Life, whether 
we have refpeft to Mens Private Affairs or the PuUieij fb 
fully profperous, but it may offer much Matter to temper 
cur Joy, and mix Fear and Trembling with it. Our Hap- 
pinefi in this Life is at all times imperfeft. Our Good 
hath its Mixture of Evil, or elfe it doth not lie fb very 
hv oflT, but that a reafbnable Fear may fetch in feme 
Bitternefs from Futurity, to mingle with our prefent 
pteafing Draught, And when we do thus, not in fuch a \ 
degree^ as to pine in the midft of Plenty, and refnfe the 
Comforts G O D is pleas'd to give us, but only fo far as 
te keep our Mirth within the Bounds of Reafbn, andf tern- 

Kr it with Serioufnefs, that, according to the Endifi 
overb, we may he merry and wife \ it mufl be of mi^ry 
Ufe and Advantage to us. 

AND uoon this occafion in particular, we fhould fo 
/ rejoice in the National Blejfmgs we this Day commemo- 
rate and thank GOD for, as not to forget, that we have 
great reafon to take our Draught of Pleafure with a 
trembling Hand. We are ftill in the Body., in a wicked 
and changeable World, where many things give us a 
Profpeft that is not fo pleafing as our Wifijes. And what 
thefe things are, I am now, in the 

IV. Lajl Place J TO lay before you, or enquire 
rphat Reafons we may have to rejoice this Day with T-em- 
bling. And whenever we look round us, thefe Reafbns 
do indeed multiply upon us ^ whether we confider what is 
pnfl:^ what is prefent^ or what may reafonably be expec- 
ted for time to come., 

u hS to what is pa/l. And here it fhould give us fome 
painful and trctmbling Thoughts, that fo many among us 

feem 
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" feem weary of their Privileges, repine at their Happineft, 
are unthankful for the raultiply*d ffleflings of Providence, 
[' and fo cold and indifferent towards the Proteftant Reli- 
gion, as to break out into fuch Afts of Hoftility againft 
ft) GracioHi a Sovereign as now Avays the Scepter of Bri- 
tain ! That fo many fhould be fo prodigioufly wicked^ as 
to proclaim him an Vfurper^ and d^lare War againft him 
as fuchj almoft with the very feme Breath with which 
they fwore Allegiance to him, and moft folemnly avow'd 
in the face of GOD and the World, that he was their 
enly Rightful and Lawful King: and on the other hand pro- 
claim him for their Prince and Sovereign, by the highefi 
Right in the World, viz.. that immediately confer cL by 
GOD himfelf^ and not to be opposed- or difputedy without 
incurring the Guilt of Tt^afm and RebeUim againfi the 
lVqrld\s Sovereign j almoft as (bon as they had abjur'd him, 
and With the Solemnity of an Oath declared, that he had 

no Right or Title whatfoever to the Crown. That fuch 

wicked and (hamclefe Methods have been us'd by Men 
calling themfelves Chriftians^ Protefiants^ nay and Chrifi^s 
Miniftersy the Minifters of the Prince of Peace, to ftir 
up Riots and Sedition, the natural Prelude to this mod 
unnatural Rebellion. A Rebellion which had a Tendency 
to deftroy the Nation, notonly by dividing it, and dri fil- 
ing the Inhabitants one upon another, as all civil Contefts 
do i but the very Succcfs of it had been baneful and per- 
nicious. By the very feme Aft, by which the Madmen 
engaged in it had ruin'd their Brethren^ they had alfo de- 
ftroy'd themfehesy2ind iu all appearance involv'd the whole 
Proteftant World in the common Ruin. Such a Multitude 
of the moft improbable Lyes have been invented \ fuch 
mean and impudent Slanders againft the moft facred Per- 
ft)ns and Charafters, have been dealt about ^ fuch Princi- 
ples in barefaced Contradiftion to Mens own Conduft, 
moft folemn ConduEt in the matter of Oaths and more 
common religious Worlhip, have been advanc'd and in- 
duftrioufly propagated \ fuch Venom and Rancour^ from 
all Quarters ana all Hands, even the Places and Perfons 
facred to Relic ion^ have been infus'd into Mens Minds j 
and in a word, fuch a Spirit of Rage and lawlefs Tumult 
hath been ftir'dxip .(and that by the moft paffiye People in 
the W orld, if you'll take their own word for it) as if Sa- 
tan and his infernal Legions were broken loofe amongft us. 

D 'W'^^ 
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The moft facre^ Name of GOD, and the Holy Name 
of the Phurch have been proftituted and profan'd to (erve 
the vileft Puroofes i and Men at open defiance with all 
Religion, with Imprecations in their Mouths, with VU^ 
lence and Mifchief in their Hearts, and the WeapoTis ef 
War in their Hands, have been taught to clamoar for the 
Chureh with a Boiiteroufners, of which it is doubtful Whe- 
ther infernal Spirits might not have been a(ham*d : For 
tho t Satan fometimes tran^orms himfelf into an uiMtel of 
Lights he doth it fo as to hide the Devil in the jD^iJguiJe^ 
and in fuch Cafes where he is afham'd to appear in his 
proper Form. And finally^ the Effeft of all tnefe Arts of 
Mifchief, in the Terrors that have been fpread among his 
Majefty's befi SubjeBs^ the Deflations that have Seen 
made, and the Blood that hath been Ihed, are things we 
fliould look back upon with mournful Eyes and aking 
Hearts, || The Land hath, been polluted with Blood :, and 
who were the Murderers^ but thofe very Men who with- 
out Provocation, broke out into this Rebellion againft 
their Vrince-i and Hoilility againft their Brethren ? 

AND yet even xht untimely Death of the(e\Men by 
their own hands (for thus did they really fall, feeing 
they were ingag'd in fo illegal an Undertaking) fliould be 
Matter of Grief and Trembling to us, as much or evert 
more than to lee a Man lay violent Hands on himfelf be- 
caufe this generally happens to Perfons deprived of their 
Reafon, and not knowing what they do; but whatever 
was done .by the Wretches engag'd in this Rebellion, 
was afted deliberately and with full Confent. And ihall 
we not pity the Men that perifti'd in their own Wicked- 
nefe^ arid deftroy'd themfelves ? Far be it from us to re- 
loice in th^ir De/truHionj tho we are bound to reioire 21 f 
their Defeat, and praife God for it. But, ^^30ice at 

r^'J^^l^ are feveral things in rA^pr.^;,^ Situation 
of jif^^rs, that require us to mix Trembling with our "lov • 
Such as, ,_ •'-^' 

(I.) THE wicked Temper fktll prevailing amon^/t -ut 
The Sehellion indeed, thro the Goodnefs of G Cj D is 
queU'd, but the rebellious Spirit is notyetfubdu'd. "the 
^tie Engines are at work to continue the Ferment • all the 
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Arts that Cunning and Malice can. ragged, are - imploy'd 
to keep Mens triit littenfi ont of . ught, and topAike them 
tmeftfy ander that Gptfirnment wnich they have not been 
able to cverturrt. Hhc Om4uB^ of our Kingj which all 
Impartial Men mt(Q; allow tonaye been wife, ffnd witha 
dtie Temj^erament 6f Jufiiciin^ Lenity ^no Uame can 
lie tipon him, I am fufe, for hts Severity; is always taken 
Iby the wozil Han4lea and repireiehted in the raoft odious 
manner: If hepumj^s^ he isOar/^ jf he yp^r^/, he is 
Cejpardly ; if his MinHters . can't be direftly. reproached 
with Miicondu^ity i^ey ^re flander^d with Purpofes, which 
I djir^ fay nev^r enterM into fibeir Hearts. Th^ Spirit of 
F/triy fo far pr^viiis, that neither the Voice ofReafm^ 
nbr the Comman^^of Religion^ can have any Authority, 
or fo much as j^ierifion. Men. venture thro Oa.ths, leap 
a:ll the Bounds of Civility, break thro all the Jies of 
Friendfhip, Neighbourhood, and Relation, to (krve their 
Partyy be it right or Wrong, tyiminalsj in the Arti<;le of 
Death, fly in' the ^ce ofMajcfty (or the WmclieiB who 
pen their dying Speeches for tnem) and reproach a Prince, 
who was never Juftly tax'd with Breach of Promife, for 
having no regard to the Engagem^ts made in his Name 
by his Generals and Offers. And tho this hath been con** 
tradiAed in the mdfi Augult Court of Judicature f ^^ ^^^ 
World, by thofe very Officers, and that upon Oath, yet 
is this Calumny,, this vile ^nd barefaced Calumny^ Iick*d 
up by the credulous Multitude^ by Perfons in other re^- 
fpeZls of Senf0 and Egure^ and fpit out with improv'd 
Venom in the face of the Goverpment. 

I GROW fick at the RedtaL— That ever Britons 
ihould be thus befooled ! Froteftants ftiould aft €q much to 
the Diflionour of their Profeffion ! fuch a Spirit of Mur^ 
muring (hould be kept up, and grow fo loud and licen- 
tious, when no Man's Property is invaded, no Man's 
Rights are infring'd \ and even kehels^ taken in Arm's, are 
allow'd all the Favour of the moft merciful Laips^ in a 
Tryd for their Lives. Sovafi of them have found out 
Methods to efcape the Sentence they had deferv'd, and 
many that had juftly fahn un4er that Sentence have been 
relpited, and are not without Ho^es of obtaining their 
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Pardon! It is indeed in all rWprffi monftrous ! And 
truly the Temper and Conduft ot the Nation in general^ 
or at leaft of vaft multitudes among us, /or five or fix 
Yv^ars laft paft, have been fuch a ContradiAion to all the 
common Springs of human Anions, Inter efi-^ Honour^ Rea- 
fon^ and Religion i that it may be juftly queftion'd, whe- 
ther ever there were the like Initance of Infatuation,^ ex- 
cept among the abandon'd Jews^ in any Nation upon 
Earth. And is not this to t>e lamented, amidft the Joy 
we feel on this Occafion ? Again, 

(z!) THE abounding of Iniauityy is another String of 
Gr$e/^ whilft we are met togetner on this joyful OccaliOD. 
May not GOD very juftly lay to us now, as to J^rael 
heretofore \ * Not for your fakes do I thusj faith the 
LO RD your GO D^ be it known to you \ be a(l:anid and 
confounded for your oxen Ways-, O Inhabitants of Britain? 
And fhould not we hath our felves for all our Abomina- 
tionsy when we are commemorating the Loving-kindneft 
of G O D, and thefe frefh tnftanceg of his faving Power ? 
Alas! isnot our Cafe too much the fame with that of 
J^rael defcrib'd in the Prophet ? j ^^^ Wf not a finful Na- 
tion^ a People laden with Iniquity y a Seed of Evil- doers j 
Children that are Corrupter Sy that have forfaken the 
L OJi Dy and provoKd the Holy One <?/ Ifrael? Have not 
all Ranks of Men corrupted their Ways ? Do not Sins of 
all kinds abound amongft us ? Do not Men avow their 
. Wickednefs, and glory in their Shame ? Is not G O D's 
awful Name hlafphemedy his Holy Day profaned^ and his 
Word and Ordinances contenm'd amongft us ? Have not 
Men run into all kinds of Intemperance, Drunkennefsj 
Revellingf^ Lewdnefsy l^Hooredom and Adultery \ and that 
in fo open and unguarded a manner, as if they had no 
fear of keeping up their Charafter, notwithftanding their 
fijamelefs Practices ? Nay, have not Men carry'd their 
Infolence in Sin fo far, as to deny Chriftian Revelation^, 
to difcredit the awful Truths of the Gofpel, and difpute 
even the Exiftence of a Deity ? Have not Books been 
written to ferve the vileft Caufe and propagate Infidelity, 
though for the moft part to the (hame of the wretched 
Undertakers ? And what they have not been able to 
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cflfeft by JDwr ijf Reafm, have they not en3eavoury tp 
bring about by Banter and JDroUery f and reckoned th^ 
? have routed Religion, when they have been fo hardy as to 
i break a Jefl: upon the Bible ? Have not all Attempts for 
: Reformation been difcourag'd, and in a ^reat meaiare d^ 
1 featedy by the treacherops Behaviour of fpme, and the 
open Oppofition of others ? And, what is more lamen- 
table ftili, hath not the Contegion reacK'd tp many who 
make the gr^atdt Profejfton of Religion, and Pretences to 
it? 

WITNESS the fad Neglefts of Family InfiruStum 
and Wwlbip ', witnels the Pride and Luxury that every 
where abound *, witneis the iHany Quarrels and Oonten; 
tions among Christian Brethrenj that not poly; extinguifli 
Love and Good-will, but almoft all Regard ' to Juftici^ 
and Truth, and Honour. Have we not Sots making Prc^ 
tenfions to Religion, and who fhall be mofl loud an4 
noify on the Subjeft, when their Brains are'moft en3 
flam'd ? Have we not lewd Wretches afmong u^ that will 
ileal in the dark to a Neighbour's Bed, or refort to the 
more publick Shops of Luft, when they can do it coji- 
ceal'd, and think no Eye fees them ? Have We not Un- 
godly Mammonijts^ who will grow rich at any rate, % 
fecret Fraud or open Violence^ in fpite of the Obligatiofli 
of their Holy Profeffion, nay, will put on this as a 
Cloke to cover over their wicked Defigns ? Is not that 
time confum'd in Taverns^ and Bufinefe made "the Pre-i? 
tcnce, that fhould be fpent in Religious Duties' in the Fa^ 
tnily and Qofet / And have not News and Trifles, and 
fometimes much worfe Subjef^s, in a great meafure ba^ 
iii(h*d Religion from common 'Conver fat ioh f Not that I 
am herein drawing up a Charge againft you of this AC- 
fembly, or any of my Auditors this day : I hope better 
things concerning youy and things accompanying Salvation^ 
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kind among thofe who diffent from the National Church, 
And muft not every Heart that is Serious and truly Chrif- 
tian, lament over this ? If thofe who are, or ought to 
be, * the Salt of the Earthy have loft their Savour j where-

wiih JhaU they he feafon*d ? And ihould not this fid 
Thoopht mingle with our Joy, ajid moderate it on this 
Occanon? But, 

00 THE defolate Efidte of other Cbiirchos Jbould corn 
into the Confi4frationj to temper our Joy. the Prophet 
denounces a Woe againft * tho/e that are at cafe in Zaon, 
that firetch themfilves on Bedi of Ivmy^ and eat the 
LanAs out of the Flock, and the Calves out of theStail^ that 
chant to the Sound of the f^iolj and invent to themfelves 
Infiruments of Mufick llike David, that anoint themfelves 
with Ointment S'i and are not grievd for the jiffli^ions tjf 
Jofepk And when GOD puniflies our Brethren fof 
<iieir Sins, and leaves any part of his Church at the mer- 
cy of their Enemies, for m to perfift in the fame Sins, 
amd take no notice of the Puniihment of others^ is in bis 
account an heinous and a|;gravated Sin. \ When for a$ 
the caufes whereby back-Jlidtng Ifrael committed AdiJtery^ I 
have put her away^ and given her a Bill of Divorce \ yet 
her treacherous $ifier Judah feared not^ but went and play d 
f he Harlot alfo. And how .the Sin was refented and pn- 
nifii'd, the Prophet Ezjekiei tells us : || Thou hafi walked 
in the way of thy Siller^ therefore will I give her Cup is^to 
thine hand^ and thou /halt drink thereof deep and large,* 
Now, my dear Brethren, how many Churches once Re* 
form'd are- at this time defolate ? What a Cup ^ Trem- 
Ifting hath for a long time been given to our Sifter in 
France ? . How long have her Temples been demolilh'd,^ 
ner Mini^rs driven out of cJu ir native Land, and her 
Solemn Affemblies broken up ? Multitudes, through the 
Violence of Perfecution, have bow 'J their Necks to the 
komifij Tokey and abjur'd that tai. vith thQiv Mouths^ 
which yettlyey can't but beliove ir tii^iir Hearts. And 
how many are now in Durgeom and Galleys^ deprived of 
all the Comforts of Life, and enduring the moit barba- 
rous Treatment befides, for the lake of their Holy Re- 
ligion ? Are we Members of the Church of Chrifi^ and 
is the Apoffle's Saying true of the Body in general, that 
till if one Member fujfer^ all the refi fuff'er with it ; and 
ftould not their Sufferings then affeft our Hearts ?

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Would it not be proper, on fach a Day of Thankigiving^ 
to ctmfider and commiferatf the melancholy State of one 
Brethren ? We can never rejoice as we ought, when we 
are to ^allow*d up of our own Pleafures, as to forget the 
fufiering State of others, and have no FeBotQ-feelintvriXh 
them. Not to obferve, that our Gratitude to G O D i$ 
to be heightened, byconfidering the Diftin£lion he makers 
by his kind Providence, between us and others, who can 
hardly have deferv'd w^rfc frofm him than wr fclws^ 
Again, 

3. I S there not fomewhat alfo in trojptEt far time to 
come^ that Ihould this day mix Trembling with our Jey i 
Hath G O D fo terribly punilh'd our Sifter Churches for 
their Sins ? I>oth he require us to take warning by theit 
Punifliment ? And yet are not we, in too xreat a de- 
gree, regardlefs at once of thtir Gale, and the Afpedl it 
may have upon tu f And doth not this node the Approach 
of like Vengeance ? Is not the Spirit of Dijcord dnid 5r- 
dition^ which hath been ftlrred up to fuch an height, a 
(ad Prefage, that we Jhdtl bite and devtmr one another tUl 
we are deftr^'d f Hath not GOD flgnify'd his Difplea- 
fure, by rembving from the ^vil to come many valuable 
Minifters in a very fliort time ^ and how unequal are we 
that come in their room to fill up the Vacancy ? Oh let 
thofe Confiderations have this day a due Influence upoa 
ns. As we are met together to rejoice before GOD, and 
give him Praife for this new Inftance of his Kindnefs to 
Britain^ in delivering our King from the Strivings of the 
People^ and our Country from the Calamities of an Un- 
natural Rebellion, and a raging Civil War ^ let us yet 
remember that there is Matter of Grief and Fear to tem« 
per with our Joy. The Sins of our People^ the Ihare we 
our felves have in the common Guilt, mould lay us low 
before GOD: We ihould lament over our Iniquities, 
whilft we acknowledg his unmerited' Go(>dnefs, and re* 
penting Sighs (hould mingle with our ^ongs of Joy. 

THE Miferies of our Brethren^ and the delblate State 
of Churches abroad, ihould alfo afFeft our Hearts with 
unfeigned Grief and Compaflion, whilft we are rejoicing 
over our awn Mercies, and paying our Thanks to GOD 
for them. The moft earneft and importunate Prayers on 
their behalf, Ihould accompany our Praifes, that we may 
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at once give Glory to COD, and exprefe a due Meafiire 
of Good- will to Men. And finally, 

ALL the Symptoms of Divine Difplealure, that are 
upon our People or the Church of G O D in Britain, 
fhould humble us at his feet, and make us earneH with 
him that his Wrath m:ty he turn'd amoyj and we may not 
be fuffer'd to go on and fill up the Meafure of our Sitis^ \ 
and bring on his Judgments u^n us to the utterm^y after ' 
all the great and glorious things which he hath done fo r w. j 

THUS will our Joy be ferious on this Occafion, and I 
not itothyand vain. Twill leave a deep Reliih of Reli- I 
gion upon our Hearts, and give us frefh Pleafure upon a . 
Review. 'Twill be wife and well-temper'd: 'twiU have 
a dire£l Tendency to make us better, and thereby- draw I 
down farther Blellings on Our felves, and our Native ' 
CevTttn. In a word, 'twill be pleafing to G O D, t^ree- 
ahle to our Circumftances, and very advantageous to our 
Souls : WhiUt all the Triumphs of the Senfitalifi expire 
in. Blaze and Noife, like the crackling of TJjorns ^ leave no 
pleafing Remembrance when they are gone, but are fuc- 
ceeded with the fliarpeft Stings and the bitterefi Rtmarfe.
